Haida Indians 


Decline From 
40,000 To 400 


Describing the Haida Indians 
of the Queen Charlotte Islands 
as a former proud and fierce race 
whose customs were governed 
by rigid moral law, A. M, D, 
Fairbairn told the annual meet- 
ing of the Canadian Club that 
the story of the Haidas embodied 
“all the elements of stark 
tragedy.” 

“You might call it the disinte- 
gration of a race which has 
taken place right before our 
eyes,” he said. “Their numbers 
have dwindled from a race of 
40,000 to 400. 

Mr. Fairbairn said the white 
man with civilization and
